Sec. 2. And beit further enacted, That 
so much of any act or acts as prohibits 
the importation of goods, warcs cr mere 
chandise of the growth, produce or ma- 
nufacture of Great Britain or Ireland, or 
of any of the coloties or dependencies 
thereof, or of any place or country in the 
actual possession of Great Britain; be 
aud the same is hereby repealcd: Pro- 
vided, That all fines, penahties and for- 
feitures in virtug of the said act or acts, 
shall be desen ad and distributed, and 
may be mitigated or remitted in like 
manner as if the same had continued in 
full force and virtue: And provided al- 
go, That nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to authorize or permit the 
importation of goods, wares or merchan- 
dise, or any article in property of or be- 
longing at the time of such importation 
to the enemy or enemies of the United 
States. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That 
no forcign ship or vessel shail receive a 
clearance or be permitted to depart from 
the United States, whose officers and crew 
shall not consist wholly of the citizens or 
subject of the country to which such ship 
or vessel shall belong, or of a country in 
amity with the United States ; and ne ci- 
tizen of the United States shall be per- 
mitted to depart in such ship-or vessel, 
without a passport or permission there- 
for furnished under the authority and 
direction of the President of the United 
States. : ‘ 

The bill having been twice read, Mr, 
Calhoun, made the usual motion to re- 
fer it to a committee of the whole 
House.
